Much will no doubt be heard 
during Hongkong’s winter sea- 
son, just commencing, on the 
question of investing the night 
life of the Colony with a-some- 
what more attractive and 
colourful atmosphere. The very 
fact that the subject was deemed 
worthy of mention during the 
recent Budget debate is sufficient 
to indicate the existence of a 
feeling that some of the prevail- 
ing restrictions might. well be 
modified. On the other hand, 
there are many who will argue 
that existing facilities are ample 
for the needs of residents and 
visitors alike. Up to a point, 
they may be perfectly right; 
there is certainly no call for in- 
troducing into Hongkong certain 
features of night life which 
have given some Far Eastern 
centres a reputation with which 
this Colony can very well do 
without. We can, indeed, ima- 
gine visitors from outside find- 
ing it a relief to get away from 
the excitements and frothy 
galety to which they have be- 
come all tog accustomed else- 
where. But there is surely a 
happy medium. which might 
be .struck, a middle -cause 
for the oft-heard reproach 
that the authorities here 
are inclined to. something ap- 
proaching a grandmotherly out- 
look in their anxiety to see that 
undue licence is not permitted 
those who seck to turn night in- 
to day. It was no doubt this 
thought which Mr. Mackie had 
in mind when he -pointed out 
that unless a rather heavy fee 
ig paid, no ordinary and innocu- 
ous place of amusement can keep, 
its doors-‘open after _ midnight. 
The Government answer to Mr. 
Mackie’s plea was .a_ typically 
official. reply—it was not aware 
of any. general demand for 
longer hours, except on special 
occasions, when extensions were

NOTES oF THE 
| SARAJEVO. HYSTERIA’ - 


Sarnjovo has featured in the 
news before. The people of that 
city, Croato-Serbi. for the most 
part, aro a warlike lot.

CABINET CHANGES

out. Then tho real political crisis 
will arrive. However, there is no 
suggestion os yet that there will be 
any drastic reactionary movement 
in Belgrade, and the arrival of the 
Boy King, Peter, fresh from school 
in England, should have a unifying 
effect upon a people easily swayed 
by sentiment. The resentment 
against France, meanwhile, seems

In this respect, however, every 
sfort hax been mado to allow clubs 
Qs much freedom as possible. To 
introduce hard and fost rules at such 
stage of an organsjation is in 
danger of strangling it at birth, A 
certain amount of laxity, tolerance 
and friendly arrangements = are 
necessary under such circumstances, 
so that the development of the game 
shall - be encouraged, and not 
arrested. ; : 

So far as I cain nee from the draft 
rules, the only issue likely to be raised 
in connection with the regulations 
for the Asscclation, is on the polnt 
of aMliation feos. That money should 
always be a vital feature of any 
Sports organisation is romewhnt de- 

lorable, but has to be faced none the 
ess, To put the Association on a 
firm footing it ‘seems essential that 
there should be soma sort of capital 
reserve, and-in- suggesting -an-annual 
nMliation fee it in not a case of 
creating precedent, but of following 


In thise case it carries with it 
the right of full inembership and 
of complete protection in matters 
Pertaining to the game in Hong- 
kong. It allows its members to 
Participate in all competitions 
arranged by the Association with a 
status not enjoyed by those who

As regards tho league rules, -it Is 
diMcult to pass any strictures until 
they have been: put into. practical 
effect, As they stand at present 
thoy appear to cover all the :situa- 
tions likely to arise, ond theoretically 
at least, they appear to be sound, .
